The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yoon et al. 
The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 7/13/04. 

Receipt of the translation of foreign priority document Korea 97-82093 is acknowledged. Applicant 
has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 
U.S.C. 119 as follows: The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention which 
is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional application or provisional 
application); the disclosure of the invention in the parent application and in the later-filed application must 
be sufficient to comply with the requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco 
Products, Inc. v. Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

There is no disclosure of forming the ferroelectric material by "a CVD process" broadly in Korea 
97082093. There is only seen disclosure of forming the ferroelectric material by MOCVD methods. 

Claims 1 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Yoon et al as 
applied to claims 13-18 above, and further in view of Hsu et al. 

Hsu et al is applied as stated in the office action mailed 7/13/04 as providing motivation to form a 
switching element and source/drain regions as recited in claims 19 and 20 in combination with a 
ferroelectric capacitor which is formed according to the teachings of Yoon et al.
